He has been in contact with the Office of Personnel 
Management (OPM) , as well as the offices of Senator John Cornyn and 
Representative Ciro Rodriguez, to resolve his retirement issue, but 
to no avail. He received correspondence from Senator Cornyn and 
Representative Rodriguez stat ing that they did not have the 
authority to intercede on his | behalf. 

He believes that| |and the OPM have wronged him, and is 
seeking assistance to resolve nis retirement dispute. He 
considered contacting First Lady Michelle Obama, wife of President 
Barack Obama, via written correspondence in order to gain her 
assistance with his retirement issue.
